Registration Notice (PRN) 98-10 for the above referenced product. The Registration Division
(RD) has conducted a review of this request for its applicability under PRN 98-10 and finds that
the action requested falls within the scope of PRN 98-10.

DOGS AND CATS: To kill fleas, ticks and lice, thoroughly mix a half-ounce (1
tablespoon) of ADAMS PYRETHRIN DIP [this product] with 1 gallon of warm
water. Make fresh solution daily. If animal’s coat is very dirty, bathe first with an
[ADAMS][brand name] shampoo. Dip should be applied to dry or damp (not wet)
coat. Sponge or dip animal with diluted ADAMS PYRETHRIN DIP [product]
making sure all areas are soaked to the skin. Let dip dry on animal. Do not use
more than one gallon of diluted ADAMS PYRETHRIN DIP [ADAMS PLUS

HORSES: Dilute and thoroughly mix a half ounce (1 tablespoon) of ADAMS

cats. Do not use on horses or foals intended for slaughter. Do not use more than
one gallon of diluted ADAMS PYRETHRIN DIP and do not apply more than 1 time
per day.
